An Interesting Competition. 


As a firm believer in the work undertiken by the Utility 
Poultry Club, I am pleased to give brief particulars of the 
annual laying competition, which began on Oct. 12 last 

ear and, has just finished—a period of sixteen weeks. 
Thirty pens, each containing four 1903 -pullets, were 
entered. The manager reports that, with three exceptions, 
the birds enjoyed excellent health ; a few were broody for 
a time, but were quickly cured, and began to lay again, 
while only one bird turned out to be an egg-enter. The 
weather," continues Mr. Rawson Birks, on whose farm 
near Chesterfield the competition was held, has been 
variable and frequently bad. Out of the 112 days rain 
has fallen on fifty-one, and-snow on five, and there has 
been frost on fifteen days. The birds have, however, 
under the circumstances, kept wonderfully dry; they 
have been fully employed scratching under the shelters 
for small grain. The land upon which the pens were 
placed—each 220 square yards in area—lies in a sheltered 
valley sloping towards the south-west. The soil is of a 
light loamy nature. The housing system is cheap and 
simple, the floor of every hou-e being raised at least a foot 
above the ground. A large number of visitors from all 
parts have been to see the competing birds at work. and 
have expressed great interest. The number of undersized 
eggs laid has been remarkably small, and only very few 
have been unsaleable. Several of the birds arrived too 
young; and it is to be hoped that in future competitors 
will endeavour to avoid a recurrence of this mistake, which 
has been prominent in former competitions. I suggest that 
a 1ule barring out pullets which are obviously too young to 
lay would prevent further trouble from this cause. The 
morning meal consisted of ''Utilitas" and vegetables, 
with meat added twice weekly. Mid-day, various kinds 
of grains scattered brondenst on fine days, and on wet 
days under the shelters. Evening meal, a plentiful 
supply: of oats, barley, wheat, or maize, given accord- 
ing to the climatic conditions. Occasionally the mid- 
day meal has been omitted with good resu.ts, according to 
the condition of the birds. Water {was supplied twice 
daily, and in each drinking-vessel was placed a very small 
piece of sulphate of iron. Good sharp grit and oyster-shell 
were always before the birds. The total number of ezgs 
laid during the competition was 4060, nnd the sum reàlised 
for same was £25, or at the rate of a little over eight for a 
shilling. The cost of keep, with three meals a day as 
stated, was £14. The total approximate weight of eggs 
laid during the sixteen weeks was 4} cwt., and the total 
approximate weight of birds competing 6} cwt." White 
W vandottes won both first and second prizes, with 243 and 
218 eggs in each pen respectively. 


Preparing Fowls for the Show Pen. 


Bi ds intended for exhibition should be taken in hand 
rome two or three weeks in advance, and kept in a room or 
pen well littered with straw or hay, under whic h is spread 
sufficient earth to soak up all moisture which might be 
dropped. Allow the fowls plenty of light and fresh air, 
but be careful that they are sheltered by canvas from the 
full rays of the sun and from cold winds. The morning 
feed should be cooked meal and bran, and occasionally in 
this mix some linseed-oil cake, nbout a teaspoonful a-head, 
or some split peas. At noon give the birds c oked m - 
bullock'« or sheeu's lights—and chopped onions, cabb: 
or other vezetables, and nt night whole grain—either 
good wheit, barley. or maize; and then chop up some 


raw beef and give it them. Grit and lime 
rubbish should be always within their reach, also 
fresh water, with a little tincture of iron or some 


tonic added. Twice a week each bird could be given a 
small piece of asafoetida; this increases the appetite, as 
well as acting as a corrective and preventive of disease, 
Be with the fowls as often as- possible, handling them and 
getting them used to the judging stick Occasionally 
touch up the legs and combs with grease or oil, but be 
careful that none of it reaches the lobes. Often, too, rub 
over the plumage gently with an old silk handkerchief 
Washing is seldom necessary, but the day previous to 
ending the birds off remove any dirt that is on the legs or 
flesh Birds thus attended to acquire a hardness and 
lustre of plumage which is foreign to those picked up at 
random from among the flock.
